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ELIZABETHAN MARKET REPORT 
by: Dean Mario 

Now that CAPEX ' 96 is just around the corner it seems that the market 
is getting stronger and more desirable material is coming onto the 
auction block. The November 21-22, 1995 sales of R. Maresch and Son 
once again offered the collector a delightful selection of material for his 
collection. The catalogue, in keeping with the recent practice of 
providing colour plates for bidders to examine, was beautifully produced 
and an excellent addition for the library. Let us examine a few of the 
choice lots offered. 


Lot 783 contained two of the 1969 Christmas plate proof imperf pairs 
(one of each value). Although the 5¢ pair had a faulty stamp on the 
right, the set realized $412.50 against an estimate of $500+ (prices 
include the 10% buyer's premium). Another wonderful imperforate error 
followed with lot 784 offering an imperf block of ten of the 1973 15¢ 
R.C.M.P. Musical Ride. Estimated at $1 500, the block reached $907.50. 


Most members are aware that modern mint material often sells less than 
face value. Those looking for a bargain on postage were pleased with the 
results of the next four lots. Lot 785 found matched sets of the 1975 
Olympic Sculptures and the 1976 Olympic Sites $1 and $2 values for sale 
and estimated at the Unitrade Canada Specialized Catalogue value of 
$720. The lot sold for $71.50 ( face $192) ! Lot 786 contained several of 
the 1970's Ships series complete in four values with fifty matched sets 
of each with an estimate of $840 ( face $352) . The lot went to a new 
home for $209. The following Ship lot in sheets of fifty (lot 787) with a 
face value of $929 and an estimate of $1799 (Unitrade $3070), reached 
$577.50. The 1977 25¢ Silver Jubilee issue in lot 788 was estimated at 
$2997. It contained 109 complete sheets with a face value of $1362.50. A 
bidder paid $990 and took the lot home! These four lots all sold for very 
reasonable prices and between 37% and 73% of face. 


Lot 789 offered a block of ten of the 1979 $1 Fundy with its lettering only 
partially printed. Estimated at $400+, the block sold for $440. Four 
similar lots of the 1989 39¢ Flag and the 1990 39¢ Queen in imperf 
blocks of four were sold in lots 794-797. All were estimated at $1000+ 
each and all realized $742.50 each. Two imperf blocks of four of the 1990 
45¢ Pronghorn were sold in lots 798-799. The former was estimated at 
$1000+ and realized $962.50 and the latter, because of a near-negligible 
gum bend in the margin, was estimated at $800+ and reached $907.50. 
Two similar blocks of the 1990 78¢ Beluga Whale were offered in lots 
800-801. Lot 800 (with a minute wrinkle in one stamp) was estimated at 
$1000+ and sold for $1155, and the other imperf block in lot 801 with a 
similar estimate went for $1045. 


The 1989 38¢ Regiments issue is still very popular with bidders. A UR 
plate block was found in lot 802 with an estimate of Unitrade's value of 
$300. It sold for $159.50. Another mint block (LL) followed in lot 803 
with the same estimate and reached $148.50. A FDC of the issue (UR) 
with plate block and estimated at $150+ (Unitrade $100), realized 
$115.50. Also very much in demand are the 1990 39¢ Legendary 
Creatures imperf blocks. Two were offered in this sale in lots 805-806.

Each was estimated at $1500+ and lot 805 went to a bidder for $1430 
and lot 806 went to a happy bidder for $1375. R. Maresch and Son's 
next sale is scheduled for March 19-20, 1996 and early indications are 
that a few specialized collections (Wilding coils), FDC's, and some 43¢ 
Flag coil imperf strips will be offered. The firm can be reached at 330 Bay 
Street, Suite 703, Toronto, Ontario, M5H 2S8.

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Montreal Stamp and Coin's auction on December 4-5, 1995 contained 
several interesting varieties and special items for the collector of 
Elizabethan material. Lot 1116 was an example of the many perforation 
varieties in the sale and featured a dramatic strip of three 1954 5¢ 
Wilding issue misperfed at an estimate of $70. It sold for $55.50 (all 
prices include the 11% buyer's fee). Another dramatic misperf was 
contained in lot 1119, a block of four of the 1957 5¢ UPU Congress issue, 
and the suggested estimate was $75. It sold for a very close $72.15. Two 
unusual Cameo issue lots followed in lots 1120-1121. Lot 1120 was an 
unusual offset on the 1963 1¢ Brown in a mint block, estimated at $50. 
It went to a new home for $38.85. Lot 1121 was an unusual misperfed 
corner block of the 1963 4¢ Carmine value. Estimated at $60, it realized 
$33.30. 


A seldom-seen version of the 1963 $1 Canadian Exports with a CPR 
perfin was shown in lot 1122 in used condition. It sold for $27.75 
against a $50 estimate. A pre-printing paper crease on a 1965 5¢ 
Provincial Flowers block of four (top two stamps) was offered in lot 1124. 
Despite an estimate of $75, the block sold for only $44.40. Another 
misperf of the 1966 5¢ London Conference was sold in the form of a 
block of four. The auctioneers noted that only "one sheet [has been] 
reported" (lot 1125). Estimated at a rather high $200, the block sold for 
$55.50. Seven centre blocks of the 1970 6¢ Christmas issue were offered 
in lot 1136 with an estimate of $262.50 (Scott Standard Catalogue 
value). It sold for a fair $38.85. 


Imperfs were also found in this sale and some were very reasonable. Lot 
1149 contained an imperf pair of the 1979 17¢ Parliament issue and the 
catalogue/estimate was $200. It reached $61.05. An imperforate strip of 
three of the 1985 34¢ Parliament (lot 1150) sold for $77.70 against a 
catalogue value of $300. One of the most recent desirable errors was 
sold in lot 1155, a complete sheet of the 1992 42¢ Hologram issue with 
three damaged holograms with a V.G. Greene Foundation certificate. 
The sheet, with some light bends in the LR corner, was offered with an 
estimate of $1500. It found a buyer for $1221. A Canada '92 souvenir 
sheet (signed) was offered in lot 1154 at a catalogue of $200. A fortunate 
buyer purchased it for $49.95. Montreal Stamp and Coin's next sale will 
be held on March 12-13, 1996. It includes more nice items such as the 
1973 R.C.M.P. Musical Ride imperf pairs, face lots, a 38¢ Regiments 
plate block, and a 43¢ Flag booklet with a freak mis-cut. The firm can be 
reached at 1870 Notre Dame West, Montreal, Quebec, H3J 1M6.

mailed from Hobbema, E shee pee 
Alberta in 1977 (day & month not quite clear) but well within period as 
the Siamese Bears come from Plate 3 which was released in April 1976. 
Even better, there is no indication of anything philatelic about this cover. 
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SECTION lV - ENVIRONMENTS - The 60¢ Ontario Street Scene was 
issued late on May 11, 1982 and as a result has a high catalog number 
#931. Normal centering of this stamp has been a problem. In the top row 
the range of dark green engraved printing shifts range from (left) lmm to 
the lefi to (center) 6mm to the left and (Second left) has a 3mm shift to the 
left in background colors. A normal stamp is shown at the right. In the 
second row left to right has heavy inking, “Canada 60” offset, and a pair 
with left samp measuring 381/2mm while the normal measures 36mm. 
This is due to a misperforation as the perforating did not meet in the 
center. The left ' tagging bar is completely inside the vertical perforations. 
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SECTION 1V - ENVIRONMENTS CON'T. 

If you elect to specialize in any issue of stamps, especially a definitive 
series, one of the many questions you are faced with is what is the scope 
or range of the issue. It sounds pretty simple but it is not always the 
case. The decision becomes a bit critical if you plan to exhibit the series 
as one of the key decisions of the judges is whether or not your exhibit 
contains what is claimed to be exhibited on the title page. Yes, you 
may define exactly what you are exhibiting but just be sure the material 
in the frames talks to the definition. 


Generally it is not too difficult to tell when or where a series of stamps 
begins. This is not always true of when the series ends. The 
Environment Series is such a case. I generally use the domestic 1 ounce 
first class letter rate to define the range of the series. The environments 
started with dual stamps for the 1 ounce rate - the 12¢ Queen (713) and 
the 12¢ Parliament (714). With time the rate moved to 14¢ and 17¢ and 
then jumped to 30¢. The jump to 30¢ was signaled with the issuance of 
Canada’s first (and to date only) alphabet stamp - the “A” stamps were 
issued on Dec. 29, 1981. Beginning in 1982 a new series of stamps 
Started to appear. This series is known as the Artifacts and National 
Parks issues. Included in the series are new designs for the Queen and 
Parliament issues as they continue to cover the 1 ounce rate from 30¢ 
through 36¢. However, these new designs did not appear until mid-1985 
and in the interim the 30¢ Maple Leaf (923) was released on May 11, 
1982. 


Clearly with the announcement of the 30¢ rate, a new series of stamps 
was launched. The announcement was on Dec. 29, 1981. The new Series 
was launched on May 11, 1982 and the new designs for the Queen and 
Parliament did not appear until June/July 1985. In the interim the 
design for the Queen used for the Environment series was continued with 
new releases of a 30¢ stamp on May 11, 1982 and a 32¢ stamp on May 
24,1983. 


My definition for the Environment Series includes the “A” stamps 
signaling the end of the series as well as the 30¢ and 32¢ Queen issues 
used to bridge the period until new series designs were released. 
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The “A” stamp does provide some interesting varieties. Shown is a coil 
imperforate pair with a normal single at the left and a Vincent Graves 
Greene Philatelic Research Foundation certificate for one of the 15 known 


copies printed on gum side.

The 50¢ Prairie Town street scene stamp first issued in 1978 is a great 
stamp to study. Two different printers printed it (each having very CANADA 50 
distinctive printing methods resulting in two major Scott catalogue x 


numbers) and there are three very noticeable constant plate varieties — all 
of which should be listed in a catalogue but are not. 





The stamp was first released on July 6, 1978, printed by the British SE- 
American Bank Note (BABN) with a plate 1 inscription (panes of 50 — i 
5 columns by 10 rows). The BABN uses photogravure printing. This 
method of printing typically results in a mottled (fuzzy) appearance. They 
printed a total of 8,650,000' stamps — this is scott# 723. 


On December 13, 1978 the stamp was released a second time, However, the Canadian Bank Note (CBN) did 
this printing with a plate 2 inscription. The CBN uses lithography printing. This method of printing typically 
results in a solid appearance of the colours. On April 6, 1981, a third printing was released, also printed by 
CBN, with a plate 3 inscription. A total of 85,250,000' stamps were printed by the CBN — this is scott 723A. 


As you study these stamps, you will learn to sort the stamps by their appearance (the grain elevator on the 
BABN printing appears “orangy” while on the CBN printings it appears “browner”). It does take a bit of 
practising but once spotted, is very noticeable. Another method of determining whom the printer is can be 
found in the location of the “hidden date.” On the BABN printing, the date is found on the door of the grain 
elevator, reading up; on the CBN printings, the date is found on the license plate of the car in the foreground. 
[One prominent Canadian catalogue suggests that this is a constant plate variety when in fact it is a normal 
design element!] Notice that there were approximately ten times as many CBN stamps printed. 


Plate Varieties = 


What about the constant plate varieties? This is what the used 7 
accumulator loves to search for! The BABN printing (sc 723) has one: A 50 

a red dot appears above the ‘5’ in ‘50’ on stamp 5 (row 1/ deans 5, ae 
Thirkell: top of A8) of the pane (see Figure 1 — the light grey shading is the © 

position of the inscriptions; the dark grey is the position of the variety), occurring 

on about half of the panes? — this happens to fall in the upper right plate block. Since 
there are 50 stamps per pane and this variety occurs on about every other pane, that 
is a 1 in 100 ratio for this variety — with a total printing of 8.65 million stamps, that 
would result in about 86,500 stamps with the variety (not a very large number). 

















The CBN printing (sc 723A) has two constant plate varieties. When I studied these Fig. 1, Plate 1 (BABN) 
stamps upon their issue, I spotted a constant variety that occurs on all five stamps in 

the second horizontal row of every pane of both plate 2 and plate 3°! (see Figure 2). 
There is a square colour of brown appearing on the rear bumper under and just to the 


right of the tail light of the car in the foreground (UL of 
110). I have dubbed this variety the “dented bumper.” 


I purchased mint blocks of 15 (5x3) from the top of both 
plates while these stamps were current to confirm the 
varieties’ position [the occurrence of this plate variety is 
similar to the famous Krieghoff flaw in 1972]. Spotting a 
constant variety before anyone else has found it is quite 
a thrill! This variety occurs with a 1 in 10 ratio and wih Memu 

many stamps printed, it is quite common (there should be 

Fig. 2, Plate 2 & 3 (can) 8.525 million, nearly as many as the entire BABN printing). Due to its position, the 
two upper plate blocks will contain this variety (twice in four stamps). 
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A second constant variety appears on the CBN stamp‘, The man walking across the street 
appears with a very large spot of black on his shirt (as if he is wearing a heavy sweater). 
‘ Based on the relative quantity of used examples found (see below), this variety must occur 
at only one position on both plates 2 and 3, It is found on stamp 22 (row 5/column 2, 
Thirkell: H7)°, as indicated in Figure 2. 


Scarcity/Value 





Based upon the total number of stamps printed and the relative nature of the varieties, one 
can make projections on what the value of each stamp should be — what the catalogue 
lists is another matter!

This incredible error, from a sheet of 25 discovered in 
Cambridge, Ontario, is completely missing the DARK 
GREEN inscriptions. | “CANADA $2/ PROVINCIAL 
NORMAL SCHOOL/ ECOLE NORMALE 
PROVINCIALE /TRURO” 


How many are there? Originally a total of 43 copies of this error were 
known, 18 copies were saved from a pane of 25 found in Newfoundland (3 
of these were badly creased) plus the pane of 25 which we acquired. 
Certainly a rare and dramatic Canadian error. We knew these were 
printed in sheets of 100 (4 panes of 25), so we thought there might be 
others still to be reported. I would have been amazed if anyone coming 
across a full sheet with no denominations would have used them up. In 
fact, I was amazed 7 copies from the Newfoundland sheet had been used 
before being noticed by the postal clerks. 


We have subsequently heard a portion of a 3rd sheet has been sold to an 
eastern dealer. Although we do not know what shape they are in, or how 
many were saved. We are assuming all are in good shape and that all 25 
have been saved. That brings the total reported to 65 sound copies. 


The 4th pane? There is a reasonable chance someone is sitting on the 
4th pane of 25. If it was found by a conscientious postal employee it may 
have already been returned to Ottawa as “defective”. Regardless, if the 
pane is in private hands the maximum possible total of these would be 
90 sound copies (and the 3 creased ones). With Leigh-Marden out of the 
picture there will be no more $2 Truro Missing Colour errors on the 
Leigh-Marden printings.

Bank Note on Harrison paper has one “Bug” on the top center berry at 
Thirkell position E5. In addition, while the “Bugs” have totally 
disappeared from Column 8, we now have a pair of “Thorns” on the 
lower center branch (Thirkell position D4) of all stamps in column 8 
except Row 1. 


The third printing by Canadian Bank Note on Coated paper also has the 
“Bug” at ree ee and the “Thorns” in Column 8, Rows 2 
through 10. I-10, Gels 3 


Was there a plate problem with Column 8? or, are the Thorns a piece of 
stray material? Their occurrence is much like the break in the leg of the 
“A” in column 1 of all panes of the John McCrea stamp. I would enjoy 
hearing from anyone with additional input on these findings or with 
information on varieties on other values in this definitive series.
